Rains of Last Week However Re- 


flect Optimistic Note in 
Government Crop Report 


REGINA, July 26—The mins of 
jast ‘week reflect an optimistic note 
in the Saskatchewan government crop 
repont for the week ending Saturday. 
The process of scorching has ‘been 
arrested, and while the damage done 
by hot sun and drought cannot be re- 
paired, the indications are that in 
many districts fair yields will be real- 
ized. In most districts the straw 
will be short this season. At some 
points the rain was so heavy as to 
result in the grain being lodged. This 
condition is reported from Tanatalon 
and at Whitewood the damage from 


storms of last week igs estima«d to 
range from iten to fifty per cent. An 
Indication of the amount of rain 


which ffel] at some points {s contained 
in the report from Indian Head ex- 
perimental farm where five inches of 
precipitation were -measured = on 
Thureday and Friday. 

While tha!l storms were severe at 
some points the damage was rest ‘ict- 
@d in area and the loss will not be at 
all alarming, except to individuul 
farmers. A few points are reporting 
slight losses from grasshoppers which 
€re now flying. 

The extreme southvest, where crops 
were holding their own until the last 
week or so, would appear destined for 
another crop failure this year’ the 
fourth in succession, reports stating 
that the grain from Robsart to Goven- 
lock are nearly all ‘burnt beyond re- 


covery. There has been no rain in 
the district this month. In the As- 
siniboia district, a yield of fifteen 


bushels of wheat ‘s estimated. The 
drought ig stated to have caused at 
least fifty per cent loss in the Strass- 
bourg, Girvan, Bulyea and Goven dis- 
tricts with lighter damage in Cupar, 
lépton, Fort Qu'Appelle, Indian Head 
and Qu'Appelle districts. In the 
Vonda district the rain saved about 
half the crop.

Observers arriving here from the Caucasus say the Bol- 
sheviki are training an army of 10,000 at Baku, on the Caspian 
Sea, for an invasion of Persia.

He sent request that ‘the field man- 
ager at the Chicago air mail head- 
quarters, which had no radio, be noti- 
fied that the plane would land and 
that it would need flood lights and 
red flares to locate the field. 

When Chicago's lights were made 
and the milot headed in the general dl- 
rection of the darkened field the lights 
suddenly flared up and the big ma- 
chine glided downward safely to earth 


Even though the crew had escaped 
with their lives if the pilot had been 
forced to make a landing in the dark 
the big plane itself would undoubted- 
ly have ‘beeh wrecked. As the plane 
in question cost $40,000 the radio es- 
tablished itself forever high in the 
good graces of the air mail authorities 
and tie pilots.

PLANTS THAT ENTERTAIN ANTS 


Among the most curious and most inter- 
esting of natural phenomena are those per- 
taining to the mytual relatiepship of com- 
mon organisms. ‘wo plants two animals, 
or a plant and an animal. may live to- 
gether for their mutual benefit. Very of- 
ten one of the partners gets food for the 
combination, while the other receives pro- 
tection. This is the arrangement that 
subsists between some tropical planta and 
certain epecies of ants which live and feed 
in their hollow etems, and in return drive 
away other insects that would do damage. 

The name of “myrmecophily” (Greek 
myrmex, ant, and philos, friend) has been 
given by botanista to adaptations in plants 
whose object is ta attract ants. These in- 
e@ccts, even in the temperate zone, play an 
‘important part in the economy of neture 
| but this becomes quite noticeable in the 
| tropics. In tropical America the so-called 
“leaf cutters; ‘or “parasol” ants are to be 
regarded as the most redoubtable enemies 
of vegetation. Besidessuch means of pro- 
tection against such enemies as fibrous 
structure, disagreeable secregions, etc,, it 
bas been proved that some plants have re- 
lations with certain warlike gpecies of ants 
which almost completely protect them 
from the “leaf cutters.”” This is held to be 
the most interesting instance of myrme- 
cophily, 

Two especies of acacia are the beat known 
examples of this order of things. They 
have highly developed hollow thorns that 
serve as a refuge for a definite species of 
ferocious ants that pierce an entrance ta 
them near the end, 

But planta of thts kind are not content 
with offering a mere asylum to their de- 
fenders, They also provide nutriment. At 
the ends of the leaves of these acacias we 
find emall bodies, egg shaped or pear 
shaped, that are carefully garnered and 
eaten by the ants. 

The Cecroplag are remarkable trees, very 
widely distributed throughout the trapics. 
Their slender trunks are crowned with 
four leaves at the ends of the branches. A 
few active ante run continually along the 
branches and leaves, but if the tree is 
shaken slightly an army of ante rush out 
by small apertures ready for a eavage as- 
eault on the intruder.

Coal and 
Transportation. ‘ 
The question of coal rates from 
Alberta mines to eastern Canada 
is deservedly attracting a great 
deal of attention just now. Dis- 
cussing only the steam coal mines 
west of Edmonton the rail dis- 
tance from Toronto to the Brule 
Mines, on the main line west or 
to Mountain Park mine on 
the Bickerdike branch is rough- 
ly 2300 miles by the Canadian 
National. At present coal is haul- 
ed from the points on the Bicker- 
dike branch to Prince Rupert at 
$3.20 per ton. The distance is 900 
miles and across the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The distance from Brule or 
Mouritain Park to Toronto is two 
and a half times’ further, with no 
mountains to cross. Two aud a 
half ‘times $3.20 is $8.00. There 
seems to be no very good reason 
why coal should not be hauled 
eastward during the season of 
slack traffic and easy operation at 
the same rate as it is hauled -west- 
ward at all seasons. Especially 
when the westward haul is across 
the Rockies and no mountains in- 
tervene between the mines and 
Toronto. awe 
Hight dollars is high freight to 
pay on a ton of coal but if the 
need is as urgent as it is repre- 
sented to be there is no reason 


+ why it cannot be met from the Al- 


‘large Canadian city. 


berta mines. Even at.a $5.00 rate 
from Alberta mines to Winnipeg 
the same mileage rate to Toronto 
would be $12.50 per ton. This 
would mean a high price for coal, 
but it would be a great deal better 
than no coal at all. If there is a 
shortage of coal in Ontario next 
winter it will be because proper 
measures have not been taken at 
the proper time. Not because the 
coal is not available nor because it 
cannot be transported at a price 
within reach, The mines mentioned 
produce the best quality of steam

gained in hiding from ourselves 
what is known to outsiders, 

The Citizens’ Research Institute 
of Canada is the name of an or- 
ganization, with headquarters at 
Ottawa, whose aim in life is to 
find out and make known how 
much taxes the people of Canada 
are called upon to pay, for muni- 
cipal, provincial and Federal pur- 
poses. The results of the investi- 
gations are published from time 
to time in bulletins for the infor- 
mation of the man on the street, 
Bulletin No. 14 contains a table 
showing what it cost in the way 
of municipal taxes to We a taxable 
resident during 1918 of each of 
thirteen leading Canadian cities. 

Edmonton has the honor to 
head the list, having levied in 
that year taxes, licenses and fees 
amounting to $54.54 per head of 
the estimated population, Toronto 
came a bad second with $40 per 
head, and the others trailed along 
at intervals, with Charlottetown, 
P. El, bringing up the rear with

In only two of the cities, Van- 
couver and Toronto, were the 
amounts demanded for both gen- 
eral purposes and school support 
more than the amount demanded 
of Edmonton taxpayers for gen- 
eral purposes alone; Vancouver 
leading in this comparison by 32 
cents per head of population and 
Toronto by 23 cents per head. In 
all other cities the general civic 
business was carried on and the 
schools sustained for less per head 
taxation than it took to carry on 
the general civic business in Ed- 
monton. 

’ In Edmonton, too, the civic ad- 
ministration had the advantage of 
receiving more revenue per head 
from sources other than taxation | 
than had the administrative body} 
in any of the other cities. The

Plainly these figures are not 
very flattering as to the success 
of the policy of civic economy 
that was adopted in Edmonton on 
the outbreak of the war. After 
four years of attempted economy, 
and when a great deal had actu- 
ally been done in the way of cut- 
ting down expenditure, the city 
was still demanding from its tax- 
payers an amount equal to four- 
teen dollars and a half per year 
for the entire population over 


of the taxpayers of any other of 
the cities, , 

The gross taxation levied in 
1918 was $3,655,000. Last year it 
climbed to $3,692,000, boosting 
the per head levy proportion- 
ately, What it will really be this 
year can apparently only be 
known when the council: and the 
school board have found out how 
much money then can collect and 
borrow. 

Two questions naturally sug- 
gest themselves: 

1. Can che taxpayer stand the 
pace? 


2. Is he getting value for what 
is being demanded from him, in 
comparison to what the taxpayers 

\of other cities get for what is de- 
manded from them? 

And in each case the answer is 
an obvious and emphatic ‘‘No.’’ 


Revising the Estimates. 


The provincial minister of agri- 
culture estimates that the rains 
came too late in Saskatchewan to 
fulfill the earlier crop promise— 
by fifty million bushels of wheat. 
At that, the crop over the province 
may be a good one. Saskatchewan 
is a big province, the early condi- 
tions gave promise of a really re-- 
markable yield, and western peo- 
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ple are not inclined to doubt sucl 
promises until they have to. There 
is plenty of room ‘to tone down the 
early expectations throughout tlie 
west generally and still leave a 
crop that will fill a large corner of 
the world’s empty bin. ~ 


Getting Busy. 


From the prompt way the C.P.R, 
has re-organized the directorate 
and executive of the E.D, and B.C, 
the intention apparently is to let 
no time be lost in putting the road 
in shape to handle tne fall traffic, 
or as nearly in shape as is prac- 
ticable. With materials and labor 
scarce and dear, it is too much to 
suppose that the line can be con- 
verted into a thoroughly high- 
grade railway in two or three 
months, But skill and money can 
do a great deal even in that time. 
With the C.P.R. supplying the 
management and the Province the 
money the people of the north may 
count with some confidence on the 
outlook. 


Treland. 


Seventeen are dead as the result 
of last. week’s faction fighting in 
Belfast, while on Sunday two of- 
ficers were killed in a.raid on a 
coastguard station and a police 
sergeant was shot dead at the door 
of a church near Cork. As usually 
occurs when law and _ social re- 
straints are set aside and force is 
made the vehicle of popular ex- 
pression, the casualties are grow- 
ing more numerous, the rioting 
more serious, and the murders 
more open. Men are shot down 
daily in Ireland in the light of day 
and with as little attempt at con- 
cealment as in the palmy days of 
the ‘‘wild and wooly West,’’ for 
the simple reason that it can be 
done with impunity. 

To suppose that all the reported 
crimes proceed from political mo- 
tives would be absurd. Every 
rogue who has been ‘‘ pinched’’ by 
a policeman and sent down by a 
magistrate knows that he can kill 
the authors of his punishment with 
little danger of being brought to 
book. Every thief knows that if 
he plunders while a riot is in pro- 
gress it will he set down against 
one or other of the rival factions. 
Under cover of the general dis- 
turbance and the paralysis of law, 
the criminal element have an op- 
portunity to reap a rich harvest, 
and are no. doubt. doing it. with 
strict impartiality as to+ which 
school of political thought their 
victim may happen to belong to. 

If the Government have yet even 
decided how a final settlement is 
to be, or can be, brought about 
they have still-to take measures to 
make the decision effective. Thus 
far the authorities have acted on 
the defensive, with results that 
might be expected.

not even stopped the spread of the 
carnival of disorder and outrage, 
though it may have done some- 
thing to check it. 

That more active means will 
have to be employed if an end is to 
be made of the situation is pretty 
certain.

Krom 
the recent speeches of the Minis- 
ters it appears that their efforts in 
that direction have not been suc- 
cessful, and that they foresee that 
nothing but force can frustrate the 
republicans and re-establish the 
authority of law and the existence 
of order. The inference from Mr. 
Greenwood’s speech is that what 
has hitherto been treated as a po- 
litical disorder has about reached 
the stage where it must be dealt 
with as a rebellion.
